He is 
therefore acceptable to both stalwarts and 
half-breed?. In this interview Phelps ex- 
preesed the opinion that the ex-Speaker, hav­ 
ing the welfare < f the Republican party at 
heart, will not fail to recognize that its future 
success depends oa united action, which can 
only be obtained by mutual, full and friendly 
concessions, and the avoidance of asy action 
that would tend to ke^> up the disagreements 
of the past two or three years. Phelps, in 
the name of the party and country, appealed 
to Keifer to announce to hia friends that he 
would not accept a remminatinn. He felt 
sure that Ksifei’s example wonld ha followed 
by the Sergeant-at-Arms and other officers of 
the last Houte.

H orrible Tragedy In Ohio. 
T o le d o , November 20th.—This afternoon 
a horrible tragedy occurred near the vilDgs 
of SwantOD, on the Lake Shore road, nine­ 
teen miles west of this city. It seems that 
Samuel Henry, a widower, something over a 
year ago married a widow named Stevene. 
Henry was c institutionally an ill-natured 
man, of moit morose temperament, and was 
nnreaeonably and unjustifiably jealous. The 
matter began in a family quarrel arising out 
of Henry’s jealousy of his wife. His daugh­ 
ter came in for her share of his abuse, as did 
ais i his son by his first wife. His abuse be­ 
came so uubearable thet Mre. Henry started 
f.ir Swanton to have her husband arrested, 
tleury ordered ter bank, and on her refusal, 
the infuriatedjaian seiz-d an ax and advanced 
on his wiie. Her daughter ru-hed forward to 
save her mother, and received a glancing 
blow on the head, knocking her senseless. 
The murderer theD rushed on his wife with 
the uplifted sx. She turned to fly. but the 
descending blow struck her in tbe back of the 
neck, just at the base of the skull, and she 
fell dead over the threshold of the door. Like 
a wild beast intoxicated by a taste of human 
biood, leaving the ax sticking in the ghastly 
wound, the brute then attacked Mrs. Liba, 
an old lady, mother-in-law of his daughter, 
Mrs. Liba, who was the first victim of his 
rage. She fought him successfully. Stepping 
back, he shouted that he had a sharp razor 
and would cut his throat. 
Tbe old lady 
promptly replied, “ It is the best thing yeu 
can do.” Henry got the razor, and with one 
furious slash across bis throat, fell dying at 
Mrs. Liba’s feet. 
Marriage of Giants. 
P ittsburg (Pa ), November 20th.—Patrick 
William O’Brien, the Irish giant, and Christi­ 
ana D. Dunas, the German giaotess, were 
married in this city to-day. The ceremony 
was performed in the German Evangelical 
Church, and was witnessed by a large con­ 
course of people, including the Mayor of 
Allegheny, John McCullough, Margaret 
Mather, the Aztec dwarfs, Indiana, and the 
enake-charmer. Outside the churoh a crowd 
eathered in snch nunbers as to obstruct 
traffic, in Bpite of the efforts of a large force 
of police. O'Brien wore a full-dress suit. 
The medal presented to him by the Lm d 
League ornamented hia breast. The bride 
wore an orange-blossom wreath, and a veil 
that covered a superb dress of white satin. 
i In her band she held a bouquet of enormous j 


aize. After the service the bridal party 
drove at OBce to the museum and held a pub­ 
lic reception. The wedding cake was the 
largest ever made, measuring nine feet in 
circumference and three feet in thickness. A 
great loaf of bread, five feet long, decorated 
the table. 
This was the first weddtDx of 
giants in America, and the second in the 
world. The combined hight of the bridal 
pair ia fifteen feet three inches, and they tip 
the beam at 519 pounds. The wedding ring 
weighed seventeen pennyweights, and w¿a 
five inches in circnmference. 
Tbe Lons Island Tragedy 
N ew Y ork, November 20th.—A telegram 
from Brookville, L. I , states that old man 
ftloybee to-day positively identified the 
tramp, James Doyle, who brutally beat him 
over tbe head with a cane, after strangling his 
wife and daughter m the bam, on Sattudiy 
last. Doyle was forced by the Constables to 
repeat the worrls used by Maybee'e assailant. 
“ Give me yonr watch, or I will kill you.” 
Maybee clasped his hands nervously, and 
then with terrible impressiveness said, 
11 That’s the man.” Doyle persists in pro­ 
testing his innocence. 
L o ccst V allet (L. I ), November 20th.— 
As the examination of Doyie closed, the floor 
of the room, crowded with spectators, gave 
way, and all, Coroner, reporters, officers, 
prisoners and people, tumbled down in a 
mass. The cellar was full of barrels, which 
prevented serious casualties. The stove fell 
over, adding to the confusion. There was 
great scrambling, many receiviog slight inju­ 
ries. The Coroner resumed hia examination 
at the Nassau House, but no new facts were 
elicited. Tbe authorities are not satisfied 
that the real criminal is secured. The search 
will be diligently prosecuted. The excite­ 
ment is unabated. 
The Strike of Compositors. 
N ew Y ork, November 20th.—The follow­ 
ing account is given of the Times compositors’ 
strike : Just as the men were assembling for 
the night’s work representatives of the Union 
forced their way into the composing room, 
pushing foreman Wells afije, and gave the 
signal for the strike, and every man then left 
the building. The striking compositors went 
to a saloon in the vicinity, where they were 
initiated in a body into membership in the 
Typographical UnioD. A number of speeches 
were made. O’Donnell, the d’resident, called 
at the Times office and had a conference with 
George Jones, Jr., the senior Jones being out 
of town. Jones said that, su’-ject to the ap­ 
proval of his father, he would consent to pay 
the additional cant, and wonld further agree 
that the office should be a Union office. He 
would not consent, however, to discharge 
Wells. “ Then the men will not go back,” 
said O’Donnell. In an hour word was sent 
to the men, who were in the neighborhood of 
the office, that the obnoxious foreman would 
be relieved for the night, and thet the ques­ 
tion of dismissal would be decided to day. At 
this there was prolonged cheering, and the 
men filed np stairs and went to work. They 
say that if Mr. Wells resumes his position 
to-day they will again desert their cases. 
At the office of the Evening Post things are 
not moving sm wthly. It was with difficulty 
that even one edition was issued on the half 
sheet last night, notwithstanding the business 
manBger claimed they were getting along 
bitter than Friday tmd Saturday, and that 
the Lumber of competent men at their dispo­ 
sal had increased. 
The Prize Ring. 
T ren to n (N. J.). November 20th.—There 
was a prize tight early this morning in Berks 
county.

Another Death Sentence In Dublin. 
D ublin,'.November 20th.—Joseph Poole 
has been found guilty. Tbe Court pronounced 
sentence of death on the prisoner. Poole, in 
an address to the Court, admitted bis guilt, 
cursed England and called for three cheers 
for the Irish Republic. 
[SECOND DISPATCH.] 
D ublin, November 20th.—Before he was 
sentenced, Poole spoke at length, in earr.est 
aud at times excited tones. He emphatically 
denied that- be murdered Kenney. 
He ad­ 
mitted that be was a membtr of tbe Fenian 
Brotherhood, and said he wonld be proud to 
go to th i scaffold for being a member of it. 
Its object was not to commit mur­ 
der, but to free Ireland from tbe tyran­ 
nical rule of England. 
He believed ha was 
persecuted becsnse he was an enemy of the 
Government under which he bad lived. F ooIq 


j acknowledged being in Kenney's company on 
tbe night of the murder, but declare* that he 
had no hand in striking him down. He had 
belonged to the Brotherhood since he was 16 
years of age, but bad lever belonged to the 
vigilance committee. 
Hie purpose was to 
wait until his countrymen prepared to strike 
a blow for independence, when he would co­ 
operate with them. In conclusior, he said : 
“ I am no* afraid to die. Farewell all. Fare­ 
well Ireland. Three cheers for the Irish Re­ 
public. Death to English tyranny.” 
D ublin, November 20th.—Poele was sen­ 
tenced to be hanged December lfHh. The 
Judge, in passing sentence upon the prisoner, 
was deeply affected. He said the evidence 
left tbe jury no alternative, and he quite 
concurred in the verdict of guilty. Poole’s 
father wept aloud, exclaiming, “ Oh! Joe, 
Joe.” The prisoner replied, falteringly.

L ondon, November 20cb.—To-day’s ad­ 
vices from Balmoral report the Qicen’a health 
es improved, but the guarded manner in 
which the announcement is made is in marked 
contrast with the confident tone in which it 
has been several times claimed she has almost 
entirely rec ivered, and the positive state­ 
ments at first that the accident which has 
cost her Majesty so many months of seclusion 
and suffering was a trivial occurrence. It is 
now stated officially that the Queen’s power 
of walking has been partially restored, but 
that she is still nnable to walk or stand for 
more than a few moments at a time ; that it 
is still impossible for her to walk up or down 
staiis. 
Stocker and the Jew s. 
London, November 20:h.—Stocker, the 
Jew baiter, has made bis defense before the 
St. Stephen’s Club He siya the Jews are 
trying to control the public affairs of Ger­ 
many, and that the Liberal press is complete­ 
ly in their hands. Tney have invented lies to 
destroy their enemies, and said that Dr. 
Stocker had left his mother to starve. They 
caricatured the Synod of the Evangelical 
Church, and said Christian schools were the 
homes of hypocrisy, wickedness and stupidi­ 
ty. 
They trampled on Christian believ­ 
ers, the churches aud ministers of the 
Gcspel, and maintained that the Ger­ 
man army and religion were to blams 
for the prevalence of suicide. Moreover, 
the Jews were mostly Radicals, oppos­ 
ing the politics of the Emperor and of Bis­ 
marck, and the inner life of Germany. 
There was great danger to the State in an al­ 
liance of the Democratic party with the 
Jews. The number of German Jews was 
very large. There were more Jews in Berlin 
than in all Great Britain. They aggravated 
competition, and almost nine-tenths of the 
stockbrokers were Jews, and Jews had caused 
all the recent smashes. Jews were the source 
of peril to the peasants. They were ruining 
agriculture by usury. The historian Treit- 
schkesaid: “ The Jews are our distress.” 
“ For myself,” added Stocker, “ if the Jews 
still continue the pursuit of their ambitious 
aims, I shall continue to fight them for the 
sake of Christ and of my Fatherland.”

L ondon, November 20:h.—Weston has un­ 
dertaken to walk 50 miles per day for 100 
days, delivering temperance lectures on tbe 
route.

H ongkong, November 20th.—Admiral 
Courbet intends to mass hisfoices for a united 
attack cn Bacninh. Spies report 4,000 rein­ 
forcements lately seDt by night overland from 
Sontay to Bacninh.

Chinese Pirates nt NVork. 
H o n g k o n g , November 20th.—The pirates 
are displaying great activity along the river 
hank?, and junks and launches are frequently 
fired upon. The water communication with 
Hanoi is threatened. The pirates are badly 
armed, but are spreading terror among the 
villagers. Four villages have been destroyed 
in the vicinity of Haiphong. The military 
authorities are helpless because the executive 
is in the hands nf the civilians.

A NEW AMERICAN ARTIST. 
I am alwa> s glad to signalize the advent 
of any new American star on the horizon 
of art, and it is my pleasing task to-day to 
tell of some very admirable work jnat ex­ 
ecuted by a young American painter, H ar­ 
ry W atrous, the son of Captain W atrous, 
of New York. He ie still very young, and 
has not been studying long, but he is not 
only exceptionally talented, but he is an 
earnest, conscientious worker, aud his 
progress within the last year or two has 
been something to marvel at. His success 
has not been the case of “ going up rocket,” 
with the chance of “ coming down stick,” 
bnt it has been achieved by steady, patient 
study and persevering work, joined to great 
natural gifts. Yesterday, while viBiting 
the charming show-rooms of Mr. Tripp, the 
well-known picture-dealer of the Ilue de 
Provence, my eye was attracted by a small 
painting, which, at first sight, I took for a 
Yibcrt. It represented an old man, attired 
in a gayly-flowered dressing gown, and ev­ 
idently just recovering from an attack of 
the gout, one bandaged foot being propped 
np on a cushion. A pretty, arch-lo iking 
soubrette, perched on the table beside the 
patient, is feeding him with broth from 
the bowl at her side. To judge by the de­ 
lighted grin wherewith the invalid opens 
his mouth to receive the contents ot the 
spoon, it would seem as though the din­ 
ner, or at least the mode of serving it, 
waa entirely to his taste. Now, the tech­ 
nique of this little work, tho modeling of 
the sick man’s outstretched leg, the atti­ 
tude of the servant girl, the way in which 
the accessories are painted, all bespeak a 
master hand, Mr. Tripp has also on view 
another picture by the same artist, repre­ 
senting an old gentleman, in a Louis XV, 
costume of dark green silk, reading a 
newspaper, with a pert little kitten tucked 
under one arm. The execution of thia 
picture is fully equal to that of “ The 
Convalescent,” the larger work. The mi­ 
nute and delicate finish of the execution, 
the play of light on tbe old gentleman's 
silk-clad nether limbs, and the thorongh 
avoidance of all hardness of effect, are be­ 
yond all praise. I bespeak for Mr. W at­ 
rous the attention of our art amateurs 
and picture dealers.—[Lucy H arper’s Let­ 
ter. 
P h o to g ra p h in g Sea W av es.—A pho­ 
tographer in Hartford, Conn., has an inter­ 
esting collection of negatives of scenes and 
subjects not ordinarily found in a photo­ 
graphic gallery. He took a trip last An- 
gust on a steamer to Sag Harbor, taking 
along his apparatus for instantaneous pho­ 
tography, on purpose to get a set of river 
scenes on Long Island Sound, and on tho 
ocean side of L'-ng Island. He can, with 
his drop scene with its one-inch aperture, 
take a picture in a quarter of a second, and 
he has pictures of vessels under sail, steam­ 
ers, flsliing-boats, shore scenes, etc., in­ 
cluding—what is well worth eeeing—the 
ocean waves, as these come plunging in, on 
a calm Augnst day, on the outer shore at 
Southampton. 
He catches something of 
the very spray ; catches “ young Isis as she 
trips,” and holds, at least, the least evan­ 
escent and chromatic part of the scene im- 
peri8hably on hie glass. To get a daguer­ 
reotype it was necessary at first to sit for 
half an hour, or thereabouts, in the sun. 
Now, one second is all the time required— 
except in very unfavorable conditions, and 
then but a second and a half—to take any­ 
body’s picture. 


M ount V ernon.—Mount Vernon is de­ 
scribed by the Washington correspondent 
of the Charleston Courier, who says: “ The 
great bulk cf the furniture in the maDeion 
was never seen by Washington. The soil 
of the Mount Vernon estate is carefully 
cultivated, and yields a good annual in­ 
come. This is especially the case with the 
large flower gard-n and green-house to the 
east of the mansion. Tne garden is, w ith­ 
out doubt, one of tbe best cultivated in 
the country, and plants are constantly be­ 
ing sent to the Post-offices in every State 
of the Union. 
Tbe system of packing 
practiced is such that the plants can be 
sent without injury. General improve­ 
ments to the M ount Vernon mansion will 
have to be made ere long, if it is to be pre­ 
served. The building is entiiely of wood, 
and in many places already, in the upper 
rooms, the floors have begun to sink, show­ 
ing that their foundations are rottinj and 
giving away. 
A S ea G ra ss s o r B re a d .—On the west 
coast of Eagland grows a sort of sea grass 
(porphyra laciniata) which is made into 
something very like bread. 
In the main 
it is gathered hy women ; they then wash 
it and plnck all other plants carefully from 
it. After this it is boiled for some two 
hoars ; the» the mass is cut in pieces with 
knives and kneaded into loaves. 
Oatmeal 
is then strewed over it to give it greater 
cohesion and a more inviting appearance, 
and t.ben it is baked. It keeps in summer 
for four days, and in winter for eight. 
M any women on the coast of Devonshire 
earn their living by selling thia bread, and 
most of it is sent to Swansea (in Wales), 
where it is much liked by the poorer 
classes.

THE 
DUTY 
OF 
THE CIT1ZSN. 


Very seldom do we find in the remarks 
of the eccentric Brooklyn preacher Tal. 
mage sentences that move us to their re­ 
production. 
But in a recent note in a 
magazine he gives 
expression 
to one 
thought that we feel inclined to rescue 
from magazine obscurity, and transfer to 
the world of daily journalism. 
He said : 
“ There is something melancholy in the 
chase for office, when we reflect that the 
vast majority must come to disappoint­ 
ment. 
The Bame amount of struggle in 
some straightforward business would give 
a man surer livelihood, easier conscience 
and higher respectability.” 
A ll which is 
well enough and true in one sense, and very 
pointedly put. 
But there ia insufficient 
justification for the sweeping charge with 
which he follows it up. 
“ To be a success­ 
ful politician, in our day, ee much lying 
and stealing and bribery are considered 
necessary, that generally by the time a 
man has been ten or fifteen years in politics 
he has no more principle to surrender.” The 
tendency of 
the 
“ machine ” in 
poli­ 
tics 
is 
vicious—professional office-seek­ 
ing 
is 
demoralizing. 
But 
to 
class 
all 
successful 
politicians 
as 
unprinci­ 
pled 
is 
without 
warrant 
in 
reason 
or fact. 
All citizens should be politicians, 
and in one sense successful ones. 
They 
should take an interest in public affairs, 
intelligently, shrewdly and vigorously so. 
They should manifest the same concern in 
the selection of officials and the establish­ 
ment of the policy of the country and in 
the administration of public departments 
and the welfare of the masses that the 
conscientious ruler in a monarchy should, 
who feels his responsibility and does not 
delegate his powers to the unprincipled 
class, for here the citizen is the ruler, and 
the aggregate judgment of citizens form 
the edict of the only sovereign we recog­ 
nize. 
Rightly viewed and rightly pursued 
then, political action, policies and 
con­ 
tests being a necessity in onr form of gov­ 
ernment, should be engaged in by every 
true citizen. 
1’olitics should form a por­ 
tion of his study—he cannot afford to per­ 
mit a class in which he has no confidence 
to usurp his right in this respect, or to ab­ 
sorb his privilege. 
The citizens whose in­ 
tegrity is of such a delicate character that 
they dare not 
become active 
in 
the 
political field for fear their white robes 
may be soiled, and who will 
not act 
with those who deem politics a part of the 
governmental 
iystem 
demanding 
the 
thought, attention and oontrol of the con 
•cientious, are 
of the class that will, 
when occasion offers, manifest vicioasness 
and dishonesty in any walk, and do not 
need the opportunities political activity 
affords to bscomo pronounced scoundrels. 
W e invariably suspect the citizen of in­ 
sincerity who declares that the filthy 
pool of politics i) too miry for "him ." 
If 
it is foul, it is his bonnden duty to bend his 
energies to its purification, and no other 
agency will accomplish it. 
Because the 
temptations in political life are very great, 
because the vicious and unprincipled avail 
of the opportunities offered, because the 
professional offi30-seekers make politics a 
trade and sink self-respect and princi­ 
ple ia tbo business, are precisely the 
reasons why a lofty standard of citizenship 
should be sot op, and every effort made on 
the part of non-professional politicians to 
maintain it. 
We want open, honest, cour­ 
ageous engagement in politics by men who 
realiz ■ that the State has some claim upon 
them, aDd that to it they owe a solemn 
duty which is continuing and never to be 
discharged. 
By such, machine politics 
may be reduced to the minimum of influ­ 
ence, the vicious and the unprincipled be 
driven into obscurity or compelled to ac 
knowledge the power and domination of 
the right-thinking and eincere. 
The men 
who are so pure and go fearfnl of contam­ 
ination that they mast needs withdraw 
themselves from politics and leave the field 
to the professional, the boss and the ma­ 
chinist, are the men who are primarily and 
finally responsible for the degradation of 
politics, and whatever of evil that in oon- 
sequence may bo visited upon the country. 
A t least, if the majority is vicious and 
wrong-headed, as Mr. Arnold would l-.a- e 
us believe, it is all the more incumbent 
that the pure remnant should buckle on 
the armor and enter the lists in resistance ; 
of 
the 
evil—and 
for 
that 
minority 
poiitics have no contaminating influence. * 


‘ W hat we really want in politics,” in [ 
short, “ is the gentleman,” said Dr. Hol­ 
land years ago. 
“ If our political men 
were only gentlemen, and if they were no 
more than ordinarily intelligent, we shonld 
find our political affairs in a good condition 
and the great questions that stand before 
us in a fair way of being properly ad­ 
justed. 
A gentleman is a person who 
knows something of the world ; who pos­ 
sesses dignity and self-respect; who recog­ 
nizes the rights of others and the duties he 
owes to society in all its relations ; who 
wonld as soon commit suicide as Btain bis 
palm with a bribe ; 
who would not de­ 
grade himself by intrigues. 
There are 
various types of the gentleman, and the 
higher the type the better the politician.” 
And let ne add for this day, that there are 
now, as there always have been, gentlemen in 
politics ; men who enter the political field 
pure, and remain in it clean, despite the 
temptations that assail them, bnt which 
are, after all, not so very mnch greater than 
are manifest in other affairs—all we need 
is more such men to come out and engage 
in the political action of the day. 
There íb 
duty prefatory to the b allot; the good citi­ 
zen does not permit the vicious and Belfish 
class to mace up the tickets and content 
himself with choosing between evils on 
election day ; on the contrary, he gives his 
influence to the proper shaping of matters 
before election, that he may have nothing 
with which to reproach himself after elec­ 
tion.

PACIFIC SLOPE. 


It is seriously believed that an era 
of 
bulldozing is 
again 
to bo entered 
apon. 
A negro citizen jostled a white cit- 
izsn at Danville, Ya. 
He apologized; an­ 
other man rebuked him ; a pistol was 
drawn ; a fight followed, and the result 
was the Bhooting down of five negroes, a 
riot and the declaration of martial law on 
the eve of an election, and the non-appear­ 
ance of the negroes at the polls. 
Of course 
there was some wrong on the negro side, 
but it has not appeared that it was of a 
character to justify the extreme measures 
taken. 
W hat the negroes subsequently 
gathered together for was evidently to 
counsel with each other for protection 
from what they believed to be men who 
intended to blot them out. 
It is the moat 
natural thing in the world for those of an 
oppressed race to secretly counsel one with 
another. 
The whole affair grew out of a 
trivial matter. 
There is no evidence what­ 
ever to show that the negroes intended to 
“ rise.” 
They are poor, ignorant, fearful, 
but not such fools as to dream of “ rising” 
against the laws which secare to them such 
rights as they have. But the matter served 
the ends of the politicians, aud was made 
the most of. 
It íb apparent that the Bour­ 
bons are getting things into shape in the 
South for the control of the negro vote 
next year, and if not the control, then in­ 
timidation. 
That Virginia was carried for 
them through the fears of the negro is now 
no longer questioned. 
Take the Copiah case. 
In Copiah coun­ 
ty, Mississippi, Mathews—a negro of more 
than 
usual 
shrewdness—organized 
the 
negro vote against the Democrats, as he 
had a right to do. 
He was killed at the 
polls for his success. 
Then, on the 7th, 
the whites assembled at Hazelhurst, aud 
resolved, among other things : 
That it is necessary to the safety of society and 
the welfare of all races and classes tuat the Matthews 
family shall keep out of politics in Copiah county. 
That from hem; -forth no man or set of men shall 
organize the negro race against the whites in this 
county, and if it shall he attempted in the future 
we hereby give notice that it shall be at the peril of 
the person or persons attempting so to do. 
That we do hereby pledge ourselves, each to the 
other, our lives and fortunes and our sacred honor, 
that we will all and Individaallv from henceforth 
hold ourselves in readiness to enforce the foregoing 
resolutions. 
That a committee be appointed to present a copy 
of these resolutions to the brothers aud sons of the 
late J. P. Matthews, and that the same be published 
in the Copiah Signal and the Crystal Spilngs Me­ 
teor. 
The resolutions call for no comment— 
they speak for themselves. 
To supplement these recitals we have by 
yesterday’s dispatches accounts of barbar­ 
ities in the same section that almost sur­ 
pass belief. It is related that an aged man 
was whipped with 600 lashes, and another, 
aged 00,was shot, all for political faith. We 
cauld wish that it was known that exag­ 
geration has been indulged in in these later 
statements, but that political persecution 
has commenced there is no question. 
We 
are not at once prepared to charge upon 
the national Democratic party that these 
acts are the results of its deliberate policy, 
but since they are invariably directed 
against men who are not Democrats, the 
party caunot escape the odium. 
It has 
one method left it of vindicating itself : 
let its leaders officially pursue the men 
who have entered upon bulldozing prac­ 
tices, and by bringing them to punishment 
put their seal of condemnation upon the re­ 
newal of the persecution policy. 
Failing 
to do this they will be held to have acqui­ 
esced. 
In the meantime let the negro in 
the Sonth take warning. 
He mast not 
organize against the political wishes of the 
men at the South who claim to represent 
the “ respectable” elem ent; it is a crime to 
do so. 
He must not contest in the politi­ 
cal lists there ; it mean9 the lash or death. 


Tiir Kern county Cali/omian referring to the 
proposition 1 1 settle the railroad tax cases as pro­ 
posed by Mr. Haymond in a letter recently pub­ 
lished, approves the plan, ard says: "T his last 
proposition is one that possibly the State might ac­ 
cept. But a settlement of the question whether the 
St te Board of Equalization has the right to assess 
railroads in the manner prescribed by the Constitu­ 
tion shouli not be lost eight cf, ar.d the case now 
before the United States Supreme Coart should be 
pressed to a decision as speedily as possible." 


Tux people who have been assailing General 
Croak, and declaring that he was the captured party 
in the late campaign into Mexico, will need to hunt 
up sooieihing new against the veteran, for the com­ 
ing in of seventy-nine Indians according to promise 
breaks up the capture theory completely. These 
Indians gave good reasons for their delay. Their 
action goes very far to sustain the theory of the 
General, that if you will keep failh with the Indian 
he will keep faith with you, aud that the best Indian 
policy la honesty. 


I)R . F r a n k Wkuls, in the presentation of the offi­ 
cial report ordered by the State of Massachusetts 
on the divorce evil, says that practically little or 
uothing can be done by low to check the spread of 
divorce.

A Sntt for T w enty M illions. 
S an F ra n c isc o , November 20:h.—An im­ 
portant suit, involving $20,000,000, was com­ 
mence! to-day in the United States Circuit 
Court by James M. Gray and others, resi­ 
dents of Virginis, heirs of John Bowie Gray, 
deceased, against the Quicksilver Mining 
Company. 
It appears from 1ha allegations 
of the bill in equity that in 1850 all the mines 
and minerals worked by the Quicksilver 
Mining Company were held in trust by John 
Bowie Gray, Knowles Taylor and Robert J. 
Walker for themselves, Commodore Robert 
T. Stockton and others, and Gray was inter­ 
ested under the trust to the extent cf three- 
eights. 
Walker, although bound by the 
trust, conveyed his interest to the defendant’s 
grantor and, as ie alleged, such conveyance 
made the defendant a trustee for Grav and 
others. Ia 1861 Gray died in New York. 
The company, in 1864, desiring to get Gray 's 
heirs out cf the way, induced one cf their 
own employes, a man named Christopher E. 
Hawley, to administer the estate of Gray in 
Santa Clara county. 
The company gave all 
the bonds, payed all the expenses, presented 
false claims against the estate and got their 
administrator to sell the property to the com­ 
pany for §27,775, when it was worth $100,­ 
000. 
The bill further alleges that this was 
during the rebellion ; that the heirs were liv­ 
ing in Virginia : that they relied on the as­ 
surance of Walker, the co-trustee of Gray 
and the representative of the company, up to 
within a year, that the administration was 
fair and honest, but have sicce discovered 
the fraud connected with the matter, whereby 
the company acted as administrator of the 
estate, and sold the property to itself. 
Fruit-G row ers’ C onvention. 
S an 
F ra n c isc o , November 
20th.—The 
third annual convention of the Frnit Grow­ 
ers 
of California, 
conducted under the 
auspices of the State B+ard of Horticultural 
Commissioners, commenced this morning at 
the rooms of the Chamber of Commerce at 11 
o’clock. The Convention will last three days. 
A great deal cf interest was manifested in the 
proceedings, many prominent fruit-growers 
from different parts of the State being pres­ 
ent. 
The attendance numbered-about fifty. 
S. F. Chapin, State Inspector of Fruit 
Peats of the State Board of Horticultural 
Commissioners, called 
the Convention to 
order. 
He briefly stated its object to be the 
discussion of the best methods of fruit culti­ 
vation, the destruction of enemies of frnit, 
and the reading of papers on those subjects. 
Nominations for temporary President were 
declared in order. 
Professor Dwinelle nom­ 
inated Professor E. W. Hilgard of the Uni­ 
versity, but he declined, owing to physical 
inability, and proposed E. J. WicksoD, editor 
.of the Pacific Rural Press, lor the position. 
Mr. Wickson was elected. 
A. H. Webb, 
Secretary of the State Board cf Horticultural 
Commissioners, was selected as temporary 
Secretary. 
Some discussion then ensued as to perma­ 
nent organization and order of business. 
A 
motion was made to appoint a committee to 
perform both effaces, but tbis was amended 
by Mr. Chapin to authorize the Chr.ir to ap­ 
point two committees of five. 
On motion of Prof. Hilgard, the Chief 
Executive Horticultural Officer cf the State, 
Matthew Cooke, was appointed on both com­ 
mittees. 
The Chair selected the following : On per­ 
manent organization—Messrs. Haines. John­ 
ston, Cooke, Hatch and De Long.

The Convention then took a recess until 1 
o’clock. 
Upon reassembling, E. J. Wickson was 
elected President, A. H. Webb Secretary, A.

The C olton-Stanford Case. 
S a n ta R osa, November 20th.—In the Col­ 
ton case this afternoon witness Douty testi­ 
fied that the interest on the bonds of the 
Northern Railroad, San Pablo and Tulare 
Railroad, San Francisco, Oakland and Ala­ 
meda Railroad, Amador branch and Berke­ 
ley extension, had always been promptly 
paid ; that all the bonds issued by the North­ 
ern Railroad prased into the possession of the 
Western Development Company, and no sale 
was ever made of them until April 19, 1883 
C .unsel then asked what these bonds realized 
at that sale, whereupon Mr. McAllister ob­ 
jected, i hat the tim» was too remote from the 
27th of August, 1875, to throw any light upon 
the value of those bonds at the date of the 
compromise. 
During the argument which 
ensued the Court intimated that the obj ;ction 
would be sustained, and plaintiff's counsel 
reluctantly withdrew tbe question.

Hear­ 
ing that there was good duck shootiDg at a 
lake a short distance from the city, they bor­ 
rowed a couple uf muzzle-leading shotguns 
and began making preparations for a grand 
hunt yesterday. Monday evening they took 
account of stock, and found they had every­ 
thing ccmplete to their outfit except powder. 
They stopped at a store on Tenth street and 
aeked for a can of the best powder in the 
eh op. _ The merchant took a can from a large 
pyramid stacked in the window, said it was a 
new brand that gave universal satisfaction. 
H e would like to have them try it, and if it 
was not as represented, to bring it back and 
their money would be refunded. The next 
evening, just at dusk, two very tired-looking 
chape sauntered into the store, gnns on 
their shoulders and a dejected and woe-be- 
gone expression on their elongated faces. One 
of them stepped up to the proprietor, 
and depositing the can very heavily upon the 
counter, said : “ See here, boss, your powder 
ain’t worth a d—.

Sacramento Levees.—The committee ap­ 
pointed by the citizens’ organization to in­ 
spect tbe city levees, viz : David Lubin, John 
McNeill, James McGuire, Daniel Flint and 
SilaB Carle, completed their duties yesterday 
and will make their report at the first regnlar 
meeting of the organization in December.

BOARD OF SUPERVISORS. 


The Board of Supervisors met at 10 A. m., 
yesterday, all the members present. 
The report of A. J. Hopper, expert ap­ 
pointed to examine the books of ex-Treasurer 
Callahan, ex-District Attorney Henry L. 
Buckley and School Superintendent Charles 
E. Bishop from 1880 to 1883, was received, 
read and ordered on file. He reported the 
District Attorney’s and School Superin­ 
tendente books to have been kept according 
to law, and correct in every particular. The 
Treasurer’s books show a delinquency of $2,­ 
573 31. 
Upon motion of Samuel Gottlieb, seconded 
by Samuel Blair, the District Attorney was 
instructed to collect from the bondsmen of 
the late County Treasurer the amount re­ 
ported delinquent. 
The rules were suspended, and A. J . Hop­ 
per’s demand for exnerting (-5400) was al­ 
lowed and ordered paid. 
_ 
The following order was passed unanimous­ 
ly :Wuerkas, Under Sections 3S20 and 3S23 of the 
Political Code, personal property taxes to tbe amount 
of $19,209 80 have been collected by the C unty As­ 
sessors at last year's tax rate, viz., $1 70; and 
whereas, both the State and county rates, as fixed 
by the proper officers for the present fiscal year, are 
lower; and whereas, under Section 1S24 tbe excess 
collected must be repaid to tbe persons from whom 
the collections were mide, and for the purpose of 
carrying out the provisions of the last-mentioned 
section, it is hereby ordered by ths Board : 
First—That the County Auditor shall (after add­ 
ing the 15 per cent, as ordered by the State Board 
of Equalization) place into the hands of the County 
Treasurer the list or roll containing the names of all 
persons who have paid taxes on personal property. 
Second—That the amount due each taxpayer (from 
tbe State and county) be calculated and properly- 
placed in a column provided for that purpose on 
said roll. 
Third—That upon application the County Treas­ 
urer shall pay to the parties entitled thereto the sev­ 
eral amounts due them, as shown by the ro'l, and 
shall take a receipt from each person to whom pay­ 
ment is made, and lie shall also write the word 
“ paid” on the roll 
Fourth—At such times as may be hereafter deter­ 
mined by the Board, it shall be the duty of the As­ 
sessor, Auditor and President oí the Board of Super­ 
visors to examine the account of the Treasurer as to 
the matter above referred to, and they shall certify 
to the State Controller and this Board the amount 
actually paid out by the Treasurer. 
Fifth—After the amounts shall have been certified 
to as above provided, it shall be the duty of the Au­ 
ditor to draw his warrant ie favor of the Treasurer 
and against the several funds for the amount due 
from each fund on account of the rebate above 
mentioned. 
The amount of rebate will be 38 cents on 
each 5100 of property assessed. 
SHOULD BB ENFORCED. 
E ds. K ecord-U nion : 
I wish to call 
especial attention of voters, as well as candi­ 
dates for school offices, to Section 1876 of 
the Political Code, which reads as follows : 
“ No School Trustee or member of any 
Board of Education must be intereeted in 
any contract made by the Board of which he 
is a member, and any contract made in vio­ 
lation of this provision is void.” 
The above should he strictly observed and 
enforced, and no one who expects to be “ in­ 
terested ” in a claim of any kind against the 
Board of Education should be a candidate 
for School Director, nor allowed to take of­ 
fice by votes of the pbcple. Let candidates 
be above suspicion as to their intentions or 
position under the law, and let the people 
closely scrutinize the purposes of parties 
seeking office, or who are hemg put forward 
for any reason other than that they are, by 
well-defined public sentiment, the unques­ 
tioned choice of the p:ople. 
P a re n t. 
Special Stam p fo r S pecial D eliv ery .— 
The First Assistant Postmaster-General in 
his report says, in speaking of the carrier 
system : “ This ssrvice meets the general de­ 
mands of business and social life, but fails to 
meet the dispatch required in the delivery of 
letters of exceptional importance.” Letters 
are delivered by carriers in this city from 
about 7 A. M. to 6 r. m., more frequent deliv­ 
eries being made in the business and less fre­ 
quent in the suburban districts. Between 
these deliveries two or three hours frequently 
intervene. Latters received, therefore, after 
the carriers go out on their tripe, whatever 
their importance, must lie in the office until 
the next trip. After the close of the deliv­ 
eries for the day carriers’ letters must lie over 
till the next morning delivery, which delay, 
in many instances, fails to meet the wants 
of the writer or the object of the commu­ 
nication. The public demands a more speedy 
delivery of a certain class of correspondence. 
To meet this want the First Assistant Post­ 
master-General suggests that a stamp be pro­ 
vided, which, when affixed to a letter, whether 
mail or local, in addition to the ordinary 
postage stamp, Bhall be regarded by tha office 
addressed as entitling the same to immediate 
delivery up to 10 o’clock P. M. To provide 
for the instant delivery of letters having this 
special stamp, it is suggested that boys be 
employed and required to procure receipts 
from the party addressed, or some one au­ 
thorized by him to receive such letters, in a 
book to be furnished for the purpose. This 
would work well in Sacramento, as several of 
our most important mails arrive late in the 
afternoon, and cannot be delivered by the 
present carrier system until the next morn­ 
ing. Such delivery would save a vast amount 
cf telegraphing between this city and the Bay. 
P o lice C o c rt.—Yesterday afternoon the 
first gun of the Chioa riot case was fired, and 
a stenographer employed at 510 per day and 
20 cents per folio for transcription, the decis­ 
ion of tbe Supervisors to the contrary not­ 
withstanding. Mock Soon was put on the 
rack, and the examination of witnesses com­ 
menced. Officer Jackson was placed on the 
stand and subjected to a legal six-gun battery 
fire until the shadows of the Yolo levee 
reached halt across the river. When tbe 
Court learned from the witness that the mur­ 
dered Chinaman was conscious or unconscious 
of his approaching death the officer was al­ 
lowed to retire. The next witness was a 
Celestial, child like and bland, and on that 
rock he built himaeif. He was infiia ied 
right and left, but the hottest cross fire failed 
to dislodge him from his position of perfect 
innocence and ignorance. The Court ad­ 
journed until 10 o’clock to-day.

SCIENTIFIC NOTES. 


Recent investigations by Dr. L. J. Blake 
fail to confirm the idea that atmospheric 
electricity is generated by the evaporation 
of sea water. 
Herr Holtz has found that steel tubes re­ 
tain more than twice as much magnetism 
as steel rods, and are, therefore, better for 
permanent magnets.
